UNITED NATIONS, N Y. ‘J*— 
The United States say s it welco mes 
an o ppo rtunity in the Security 
Co uncil Wednesday to sho w up the 
“ falseho o ds” and ” pro paganda” in 
Russia’s co ntinued charges that 
the U. S. and the U. N. are wa­ 
ging germ warfare in Ko rea. 
The American po sitio n was made 
clear in a sho rt but sharp state­ 
ment issued Mo nday night by Er­ 
nest A. Gro ss, acting head o f the 
U. S. delegatio n, after Russia’s J a­ 
co b A. Malik called the Security 
Co uncil to meet far a ro und o n 
germ warfare. 
Malik’s call fo r the meeting—he 
heads the co uncil this mo nth—ac­ 
tually did no t mentio n the prev io us 
Russian charges. It asked the co un­

Oil th e subject of p olitical p latforms, now 
being h ammered togeth er a mile a minute, one 
observation is timely every four y ears. 
Th ere is no need to beat th e bush es for 
p latform material. Some of th e soundest p lanks 
wh ich could be p ut into a p latform—not vote- 
wh eedling sp linters but genuine p lanks—never 
h ave been used. 
Th ere can be no comp romise with evil-doing 
by h onorable men. Th at would be an ornament 
to any p arty ’s p latform. 
Having tried every th ing else with out suc­ 
cess, we p rop ose to go back to old-fash ioned 
h onesty and integrity . Th at would draw atten­ 
tion. 
Th e function of government in a society of 
free and eq ual citizens is to act as referee in 
th eir disp utes, never as one of th e disp utants. 
Th ere’s a p lank wh ich would make sense. 
Government h as no righ t to bestow sp ecial 
p rivileges in a country wh ose p eop le are th e 
source of sovereignty . No one would need to 
doctor up th at p lank to make it look good. 
We believe Americans sh ould map more at­ 
tention to restoring th eir standard of life and a 
little less attention to maintaining th eir stand­ 
ard of living. Any q uestion about th at one? 
We advocate slowing down th e p assage of 
; more laws and sp eeding up th e enforcement 
of laws ah ready on th e books. A government 
t could stand on th at one with out fear. 
Since th ere is no p oint of safety in p ublic 
sp ending, we p rop ose th at sp enders be in­ 
formed th at a p oint of satiety h as been reach ed 
by tax p ay ers. Any objections? 
We believe th at common courtesy in in­ 
ternational relations, as in p ersonal relations, 
calls for resp ecting a closed door. We sh all 
not enter wh ere we are not wanted; we sh all 
not remain wh ere we h ave no righ t to stay ; 
we sh all not let Uncle Sam be rep laced by 
th e sy mbol of th e bully -boy s. 
And last — 
We sh all keep our word. 
Wh at would be wrong with th at for a p lat­ 
form? 


Battle Of The Clouds? 
Skep tics wh o knew from th e very begin­ 
ning it was bound to h ap p en are calmly watch ­ 
ing th e weath er battle of th e Yakima and 
Wenatch e valley s out in th e state of Wash ­ 
ington. 
Here, p itted against each oth er in a grim 
match for survival, are wh eat growers wh o 
want rain and h ave h ired rain-makers to get 
it, and ch erry growers wh o want dry weath er 
and h ave h ired anti-rain-makers to get it. 
Science is figh ting science in th e clouds. 
Men, h aving learned to lay rude h ands on na­ 
ture, are p ulling and h auling, as is th eir custom, 
Th e up sh ot will be, of course, th at th e state of 
Wash ington will h ave to p ass a law restritcing 
interference with th e weath er to th ose wh o 
h ave been duly licensed, ap p roved, certified, 
cleared and auth orized by a committee of 
bureaucrats in Tacoma. 
Th is will give rise, in turn, to weath er 
leggers, furtive op erators wh o will get results 
with out benefit of sanctity of law and will h ave 
to be ap p reh ended, at h uge ex p ense, bv th e 
division of enforcement in th e Wash ington state 
bureau of weath er control.

sesses infinite wisdom. 
President Rh ee’s government p oints out 
th at th e use of its radio fip iities for Voice of 
America 
broadcasts was ex tended th rough 
courtesy , not contract. 
Wh en th e broadcasts 
began to carry material attacking th e govern­ 
ment, th e courtesy was being abused. Th ere­ 
fore it. was with drawn. 
Th is p romp ted official criticism of th e Rh ee 
government for not being broad-minded. More 
to th e p oint, since th e Rh ee government is 
figh ting for its life against a junta of ruth less 
op p onents, it gave rise to th e idea th at th e 
State Dep artment was getting ready to p ull th e 
rug from under it. 
Th is is th e same State Dep artment wh ich 
p ulled a rug from under th e Ch inese govern­ 
ment of Ch iang Kai-sh ek, wh ich invited th e 
Communists to invade Korea by giving notice 
it wouldn't be defended and wh ich h as loused 
up its resp onsibilities in th e Far East p retty 
th orough ly . 
At th e very least, th ose wh o now are taking 
sides with it against th e Rh ee regime sh ould 
ex p lain wh y th ey th ink it suddenly knows wh at 
it is doing. It never knew before.

Many an American h as been led 
to believe th at Great Britain and 
th e United States are op erating as 
a team in th e defense of th e 
Mediterranean—wh en th e 
ex act 
op p osite is true. 
Th e p roblem h as been oversim­ 
p lified as merely a disp ute as to 
wh eth er a British or an American 
commander sh all direct all th e 
naval forces in th e Mediterranean. 
Th is isn’t th e issue at all, for 
th e United States h as told London 
th at it would be willing to p lace 
all Mediterranean naval forces, in­ 
cluding th e American units, under 
a British admiral. Th e 
Uniked 
States h as insisted, h owever, th at 
such an admiral must rep ort to 
and be directed by th e commander 
in ch ief of Allied forces in South ­ 
ern Europ e. Th at official, in turn, 
rep orts to General Matth ew Ridg- 
way , sup reme commander of Al­ 
lied p owers in Europ e. 


THE BRITISH 
are willing to 
accep t th e Mediterranean com­ 
mand over all naval forces but 
insist th at Vice Admiral Earl 
Mountbatten, 
th eir 
commander, 
ch ould rep ort not to th e comman­ 
der in ch ief of Allied forces in 
South ern Europ e or to SHAPE in 
Paris but th e “standing group ’’ 
back in Wash ington. Th is is not 
only an imp ractical h andling but 
it is an incomp reh ensible p osition, 
th ough it is defended on th e ground 
th at British “p restige” is at stake. 
At th e moment, U. S. Admiral 
Robert B. Carney is commander 
in ch ief of Allied forces in South ern 
Europ e, and h e h as under h im 
land, sea and air forces of all 
th e Allied countries with th e ex cep ­ 
tion of th e British ftaval forces 
in th e Mediterranean, wh ich now 
are op erating on th eir own. If war 
broke out, th is would be a serious 
weakness, and it seems essential 
th at, in th e very valuable p resent 
training p eriod, British 
naval 
forces sh ould be p art of th e Medi­ 
terranean team. 
Th ere is a very good reason wh y * 
th e commander in ch ief of Allied 
forces in South ern Europ e sh ould 
h ave all naval forces, including 
Britain’s, under h im. Th at reason 
h as to do with th e attitude of th e 
naval men of Italy , France, Greece 
and Turkey . Th ey do not wish to 
see th e command of Allied forces 
in Sourth ern Europ e under any one 
but an American because th ey 
want American direction for th e 
wh ole op eration. 
_____ 


THE FEELING is p artly th e 
result of Britain’s h istoric imp eriab 
ism, wh ich h as h ad th e British 
navy as it sy mbol. Today , with 
th e situation surrounding th e Medi­ 
terranean full of p olitical imp lica­ 
tions, th e United States stands 
alone as a disinterested, nonim­ 
p erialist and y et p owerful p art­ 
ner. America is contributing th e 
bulk of th e naval forces and, in 
th e event of war would at once 
disp atch many aircraft carriers, 
druisers and naval aviation units 
to th e area. 
Th e British attitude is a good 
deal like th at of th e minority 
stockh olders wh o wants to run th e 
business with out assuming th e res­ 
p onsibility for p utting in th e major 
p art of th e cap ital. But th e Amer­ 
ican government is ready , for rea­ 
sons of h armony , to give th e 
British th e naval command in th e 
Mediterranean p rovided it is sub­ 
ordinate to th e over-all commander 
in ch ief of Allied forces in South ­ 
ern Europ e. It seems a sensible 
comp romise but up to now th e 
British h ave’nt accep ted it and p re­ 
fer to let matters drift with out 
settlement—a risky business. 


INCIDENTALLY, th e h armony 
th at p revails among th e Italian, 
Greek, Turkish , French and Amer­ 
ican naval group s in th e Medi­ 
terranean area is someth ing th at 
deserves p raise. Th e navies of 
th ese countries are being slowly 
but surely built into efficient units. 
Th ey are being trained alongside 
units under veteran American com 
manders. 
Th e U. S. Six th Fleet is doing 
an intensive job of training with 
aircgaft and submarines and p ar­ 
ticularly in antisubmarine activ­ 
ity such as was develop ed to a 
h igh degree of skill in th e Atlantic 
in th e last war. 
Th e average observer in th e 
United States cannot p ossibly real­ 
ize th e great striking p ower th at is 
being built up in th e Mediterran­ 
ean th rough sea and air p ower 
to sup p ort land op erations on th e 
continent in event of a major war. 
Any one wh o is at all familiar with 
th e way th ese naval units are 
trained can at once see th e absur­ 
dity of th e faked rep ort wh ich a 
Paris newsp ap er recently p rinted 
alleging th at naval p ower was an 
alternative rath er th an a sup p le­ 
ment to land p ower.

century . 
It’s ail th ere: Ch ambers 
un­ 
h ap p y ch ildh ood with an unh ap p y 
family , h is turning to communism, 
h is service in th e cause of th e Sov­ 
iet Union, h is disillusionment and 
rep udiation of th e p arty , and fin­ 
ally th e ordeal of th e Hiss case. 
Also th ere is a great deal of p o­ 
litical and p h ilosop h ical reasoning 
offered for th e guidance of th e 
American p eop le, indeed, for all 
free men. But as some reviewers 
h ave ap tly p ointed out, Ch ambers 
ex p erience h as been narrow and 
sp ecial. His cruel trials of life do 
not q ualify h im to counsel h is 
country on th e wh ole range of its 
future. 
Ch ambers is neith er statesman 
nor p h ilosop h er. But h e is a 
h uman sy mbol of today ’s great 
struggle.

Eagles don’t duck; th ey 
attack.

Bert is h ardly wh at y ou’d call 
an all-weath er sy mbol, suitable for 
all situations. Peop le taugh t to 
“duck and cover” aren’t much use 
wh en th e time conies to sep arate 
th e men from th e Doy s, to stand 
up and figh t, or to look down an 
adversary ’s th roat. You can’t h ave 
th ese th ings both way s. 
Wh en th e brigh t flash comes, it 
migh t be better to face it h ead-on, 
because it migh t be th e ligh ts com­ 
ing on again all over th e world, 
wh ich h ap p ens every so often. To 
be sure, it would be risky to take 
th e ch ance, but p erh ap s no riskier 
th an indoctrinating a nation’s ch il­ 
dren with th e credo of ducking and 
covering as th e best formufa for 
stay ing alive in America in th e 
20th century . 


The Fascist Trend

It is not an altogeth er unex p ect­ 
ed p h enomenon th at in both Ger­ 
many and Italy , a reversion to 
fascism sh ould be ap p arent Th e 
alternatives a r e 
communism 
o r 
th e 
American 
form of cap ital­ 
ism. 
In th e United 
S t a t e s , during 
th e p ast two de­ 
cades, a deifica­ 
tion of th e word, 
democracy , h a s 
b e e n sp onsored 
by both govern­ 
ment and many 
organs 
of 
th e 
p eop le. 
Unfortunately , th e word 
itself h as so many meanings as to 
be meaningless. Certainly , to one 
wh o is not an American, th e glori­ 
fication of th e word seems p ecu­ 
liar and even q ueer, because th ere 
is no evidence th at any asp ect of 
p oltiical, social or economic dem­ 
ocracy , in definable terms, is p rac­ 
ticed h ere. 
Th e meth od emp loy ed by Am­ 
ericans to select p ublic officials 
is remote from democracy ; we 
enjoy a rep resentative, rep ublican 
government, op erating th rough two 
mech anistic p olitical p a r t i e s . 
Wh ile th e p eop le can and do select, 
for p resident or many oth er of­ 
fices, one of th e two candidates 
offered by th ese p arties, it is rare 
th at any one can be ch osen inde­ 
p endently of th em. Th e ch oice of 
th e p eop le is funneled th rough th e 
p arties. Th ere is no mob rule, no 
sh outing of th e demos. 


SIMILARLY, wh ile cap italism 
is often referred to as free enter­ 
p rise, its p urp ose is to p roduce 
goods and services but also to 
create 
reservoirs 
of 
p rivately 
owned cap ital by encouraging th e 
accurual of p rivate p rofit. Th e 
tendency of government to en­ 
gage in comp etitive business with 
p rivate individuals, eith er directly 
or indirectly by loans and subsi­ 
dies, involves a movement away 
from th e American economic sy s­ 
tem toward Europ ean social de-

mocracy . As th is trend ex p ands, 
p articularly in th e nature of con­ 
trols, Europ eans note th at th e Uni­ 
ted States is imitating Europ e and 
not vice versa. 
Socially , th e American p eop le re­ 
ject th e Europ ean concep t of de­ 
mocracy , wh ich is eq uality . Racial 
discrimination is not th e only so­ 
cial barrier in th is country . As 
long as th e fundamental Ameri­ 
can concep t of eq uality of econo­ 
mic op p ortunity p revailed, no elite 
class was able to survive long in 
th is country , alth ough it alway s 
ex isted. Th e graduated income tax 
is stratify ing American society , 
for only th ose wh o p ossess inh er­ 
ited wealth or are corrup t can ac­ 
q uire th e means to move toward 
social eq uality . Th e rest p ay tax ese 
and grow constantly p oorer th rough 
dep reciated currency . 
Also, th e militarization of th is 
country by sip h oning y dlith off 
during th e most imp ortant forma­ 
tive y ears, a sy stem we h ave cop ­ 
ied from continental Europ e, de­ 
lay s th e op p ortunities of y oung 
p eop le to establish th emselves. To 
th is delay must be added th e dan­ 
gerous increase of city p op ula­ 
tion wh ich tends to turn citizens 
into p roletarians. 
Th is th e Europ eans witness ob­ 
jectively . Th ey are offered won­ 
derful means to a non-ex istent de­ 
mocracy and are asked to imi­ 
tate a sy stem we do not use our­ 
selves. 


TO AMERICANS, our way is 
satisfactory with all its imp erfec­ 
tions. In fact, most of us p refer 
th e imp erfections because th ey 
p rotect our liberties. As Estes Ke- 
fauver said in h is book “A 20th 
Century Congress” : “ • • • Th ose 
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multip le p rop osals rubber-stamp ­ 
ed by a dazed congress did not 
alter th e fundamentals of th e 
American government. Proof of 
th is fact lies in th e h igh p ercent­ 
age of th ose h astily enacted laws 
th at p assed th e test of constitution­ 
ality before th e Sup reme Court 
Unlike anoth er strong, but jtn th at 
case malevolent, leader in a nas­ 
cent democracy beset by grave 
p roblems, our ex ecutive did not de­ 
mand goose-step p ing, h eils, and th e 
absolutism of th e fueh rer p rinci­ 
p le. Th at is fortunate. Th e p eop le 
migh t h ave been temp ted to try 
such nostrums.” 
It is because we are loose in 
our definitions and not very Effec­ 
tive in our government th at we 
h ave not gone crazy over th e 
counterp arts of Hitler and Mussol­ 
ini or Stalin. We take our great 
men in our .stride and recognize 
th at no one is so big th at h e does 
not look p ot-bellied and bandy ­ 
legged in th e secrecy of th e bath . 
At such th ings we laugh and we 
vote for th em. 
Th e Europ eans say we are im­ 
mature. Th ey want a p olitical, 
economic and social sy stem th at is 
orderly . Our use of th e word, de­ 
mocracy , only confuses th em. It 
is a disorderly word, meaning any ­ 
th ing th at any one wants it to 
mean. I h ave waited for several 
y ears, for instance, for some p h il­ 
osop h er of th e Americans for Dem­ 
ocratic Action to sup p ly a p recise 
definition of th eir basic p h iloso­ 
p h y in universal terminology . 
Th ey h ave not been able to do 
any th ing like th at. Nor h as th e 
Voice of America. Th erefore, Eur­ 
op e goes its merry way toward 
“ordnung,” but now in th e fascistic 
form.

Taft h as 
done all th e th ings y ou could ex p ect 
a p rofessional fwlitician to do. Gen. 
Eisenh ower, th e p olitical amateur, 
h as been going by h is own rules. 
Taft breezed into th e p residential 
race with coattails fly ing. He 
wanted th e p residency . He an­ 
nounced for it last Oct. 17. He 
started to work for it righ t away , 
sp eech making, lining up sup p ort, 
surrounding h imself with old-time 
p oliticians. 
At th at time th e insiders p rob­ 
ably knew wh ere Eisenh ower stood 
but th e p ublic didn’t even know 
wh eth er h e was Rep ublican or 
Democrat. He didn’t say op enly 
h e was a Rep ublican until Jan.7 . 
Now th at h e’s back h e’s work­ 
ing h ard for th e nomination al­ 
th ough six month s ago h e said h e 
wouldn’t. 
Th e p eop le working for h im are 
earnest. His p olitical h eadq uarters 
h ere is a ch eery p lace, with wall- 
to-wall carp eting, p lenty of big p ic­ 
tures of th e general, all smiling, 
and girls in th eir summer dresses, 
filing, answering p h ones, clip p ing 
newsp ap ers. 
In New York th ere’s anoth er Ei­ 
senh ower h eadq uarters, called “Cit­ 
izens for Eisenh ower/ Taft h as 
s i m i l a r h eadq uarters in both 
p laces. And, in addition to volun­ 
teers, both men h ave key p eop le 
working for th em around th e coun­ 
try . p lus organizations in states 
and cities. 
Wh ile Eisenh ower is surrounded 
by p lenty of p olitical p ros—like 
Connecticut’s Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Sen. Duff of Pennsy lvania, 
Sen. Carlson of Kansas, and state 
governors wh o like h im—h e h as 
some p rominent amateur h elp , too. 
Pai> 
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Committee for Economic Develop ­ 
ment, p resident of th e Studebaker 
Corp . boss of th e Marsh all Plan, 
and h ead of th e Ford Foundation 
from wh ich h e’s on leave of ab­ 
sence to h elp th e general. 
Hoffman is ch airman of th e ad­ 
visory committee for Citizens for 
Eisenh ower, wh ich is under direc­ 
tion of anoth er businessman, W. 
Walter Williams of Seattle, Wash . 
He succeeded Hoffman as h ead of 
th e Committee for Economic De­ 
velop ment. 
Sen. Carlson is boss of th e Eisen­ 
h ower - for - President h eadq uar­ 
ters h ere, assisted by a friend 
from Kansas, Wes Roberts, a p ub­ 
lish er, wh o’s been in p olitics in 
Carlson’s state for y ears. Working 
with th em* is anoth er p ublish er, 
Robinson Mcllvane from Pennsy l­ 
vania.

If the psoriasis starts suddenly 
there is likely to be severe itching. 
In the more chronic cases (which 
are more frequent) there is little 
or no itching. Those parts of the 
skin which have become involved 
for a long time generally become 


the scale is scraped off, tiny bleed­ 
ing spots appear underneath. 
Many treatments are being used 
for psoriasis. Most of them pro­ 
duce good results the first time 
they are tried, but too often the 
improvement turns out to be only 
temporary, and when it is repeated 
the good results that happened the 
first time fail the second. 
The remedies most often used by 
skin specialists for psoriasis in­ 
clude ointments containing coal 
tar, exposure to ultraviolet rays 
(psoriasis is usually better in the 
summer) 
and 
X-rays. 
Almost 
every year, too, there is a report 
of some new and "better” treat­ 
ment, but as yet there is none 
which has stood up and really does 
the job for everybody without any 
failures. 
Some day the right treatment 
will come, but until it does, psori­ 
asis will be discouraging to treat 
for patient and doctor alike. How­ 
ever, it is being carefully studied 
and some greatly improved treat­ 
ment could come at any time.
